The recormendations of th
suditor, WADE, BARTON & MARSH, were gone into, Mr. Harris stated a letter was

being written to the Council, putting down In writing what the Company was doing
to conf'orn with these recommendations. No. 1 - Adequacy of the capital structure

plans are underway to revise this, No. 2 « Adequsey of public liability insur-

up to a maximum of $25,000; No. 3 - adequacy of bus replacement: it contemplat

ance programt 1% of the gross receipts will be set aside to secure dsmage cla ia

bus replacement of seven or elght & year. No. 4 - The Company agrees to submit
report to the Commcil as would be mutually agreeable between the Company and City
Officials. No. 5 -~ Adequacy of the routes and service: The Company always main
tained & policy of serving the public. No. 6., The Company is prepared to submit
a report showing to vhom the salary lncreases are to be given. Councilmen Long
asked MR, BARTON some questions about the audit. After detailed discussion,
Councilman White moved that the City Attorney be instructed to drew an ordinance
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granting 'bhé Bus Company ite increase; and in this ordinance set out these six
points, and give them six months' time to work it out., The motion, seconded by
Councilman MacCorkle, carried by the following vote:

(k) A ges mein in BAST 20TH STREET, from a point Ll feet
west of Leona Street easterly 162 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be 7.5 feet south of and parallel to
the north property line of sald EAST 20TH STREET.

Se1d ges main described above shall have a cover of not
less then 2% feet,

The Southern Union Gas Compeny is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Anstin does not guarantee that the space assigned sbove 1s clear from dther
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does nobt have any feference to the fect that
greater depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their sssigmments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) deys before such
informstion is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put upon
notice that dhey will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement
of any underground utility demaged during the construction of lines named in
this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement 18 cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mist be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas meins, including the excavation in the
streets and the restoration and meintenance of said streets after said mains
have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Menager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchises granted to sald company by the City of Austin.

The Council individuslly received the following recommendation from the
City Mansger on Convalescent Homes and Day Nurseriles:

"During the past several weeks, we have done considerable work in
trying to determine current trends in the location of convalescent homes and
day nurseries.
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CONVALESCENT HOMES

"Letters were written to the American Society of Planning Officials,
the Americsn Association of Nursing Homes, and several of our large Texss cities.

"Replies from all of these sources indicate that cities over the nation
generally are restricting convalescent homes from their highest residential
areas, but allowing them in less restricted residential areas, though usually
a special permit is required.

"In line with the above, my recommendation would be that in the future,
convalescent homes be prohibited in "A" Femes, allowed in "B" Zones by special
permit of the City Council, and allowed in "C", "D", and "E" Zones without
gpecial permits.

"As a practical matter, owners planning to operate homes in "B" Zones
would do well to get wupport from their adjacent property owners for their
operation.

"If the Council does not want to restrict these homes entirely from
A" Zones, I would suggest that they follow the pattern of the City of Dallas
in requiring a 5 scre plot of ground for a home located in an "A" Zone.

DAY NURSERIES

"Study in this field shows that the same general pattern is true,
though the restrictions are not so rigid. There is more reason to allow day
nurseries in "A" Zones since parents must mske twice-daily trips to the
location and cannot afford the drive a great distance %o place their child
in a day nursery.

"It is my recommenddtion that day nurseries be allowed in "B" Zones
with a special permit from the City Council and that the zoning ordinance
be amended to also allow nurseries in "A" Zones, again with the requirement
of & special permit from the Council. This is the practice followed in
Dallas and is in the proposed zoning ordinance of San Antonio.

GRANTING SPECIAL PERMIES

"he following remarks apply to the granting of special permits for
both homes and nurseries. This would include a special permit in a "B" Zone
for convalescent homes and special permits in "A" and "B" Zones for nurseries
if the Council follows my suggestions.

"(1) I suggest the Council provide in the Zoning Ordinance that they
will isswve special permits only in cases where the Council finds that operation
of the home or nursery will not be "detrimental" to the adjacent property.
Failure of the owners of the adjacent property to object before the Couneil
may be considered by the Council as evidence that the operation will not be
Ydetrimental® to their property.

"(2) I further suggest that the Council issue special permits for
the operation of convalescent homes in "B" Zones only where the stmucture is
at least five feet from the side lot lines.
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(GENERAL NOTES

"The present practice of allowing both convalescent homes and day nurserie
in YAY Zones by securing a variation from the Zoning Board of Adjustment has been
held illegal by the Legal Department and will be discontinued.,

"Nothing hes been found on the subject of standards relating to noise,
traffic, yard area, ete. Several persons have suggested that patients do not
mind noise and traffic, and for those able to sit on porches or out in the
yard, some activity taking plasce serves to occupy their mind and interests them,
Yard area is not considered too important since most of the patients are not
prone to care for too much exercise,

"(8gd) W. E. Seaholm"

The City Manager explained his recommendations, and the procedures foll
in other cities., Councilmsn MacCorkle moved that the present ordinence be amend
to comply with the suggestions as presented by the City Manager. The motion,
geconded by Councilman Johnson, carried by the following vote:
